Fo r the nex t fo ur 
mo nths that will be the reply to 
mo st o f the queries “ Ho w are 
y o u?” The standard reply is a 
co ntradictio n. 
No bo dy with a 
co ld is fine. He is no t o nly ill but 
co ntag io usly ill, which means 
that he can pass o n his co ld to 
immediate asso ciates and to the 
strang er within his g ates as well. 
Peo ple hav e 
beco me 
accus­ 
to med to speaking o f co lds in a 
i 
cav alier manner. 
Wo rse still, 
they hav e beco me accusto med to 
being v ictims/Of co lds perio di­ 
cally , despite the fact that in­ 
co nv enience, disco mfo rt and o ft­ 
en mo re serio us co nsequences re­ 
sult. And wo rst o f all, they sel­ 
do m take the precautio ns that 
may prev ent g etting co lds o r 
prev ent spreading them to o th­ 
ers. 
Precautio ns Imperativ e 
Mo st p u blic h ealth men believ e 
th at a co ld sh o u ld be treated as 
serio u sly as an y o th er, co n tag io u s 
disease, with iso latio n fo r th e 
v ictim as far as p o ssible. Sin ce 
few p eo p le are amen able to th is 
reg ime an d n o law mak es it m an ­ 
dato ry , th e least th at th e su ffer­ 
er can do is to be co u rteo u s an d 
clean —two v irtu es th at will g o 
far to ward restrictin g th e n u m­ 
ber o f p erso n s to wh o m h e may 
p ass o n h is illn ess. Perh ap s th e

be 
lu mp ed to g eth er as “co u rteo u s 
clean lin ess”, fo r th ey in v o lv e 
each o th er all alo n g th e lin e. 
Alth o u g h co lds are mo re p re­ 
v alen t th an an y o th er disease, 
scien tists h av e n eith er iso lated 
an y sin g le cau sativ e o rg an ism 
n o r dev elo p ed a u n iv ersally p re­ 
v en tiv e seru m. Th e mo st recen t 
an d p erh ap s th e mo st au th o ri­ 
tativ e th eo ry is th at a filterable 
v iru s is resp o n sible. It h as been 
establish ed th at th e co n tag io n is 
sp read 
th ro u g h

dro p lets 
sp ray ed fro m th e n o se an d mo u th 
in sn eezin g , co u g h in g an d sp eak ­ 
in g , as well as by direct co n tact 
with th e mo u th , as in k issin g . 
In direct co n tacts th ro u g h h an ds, 
articles an d u ten sils th at are 
bro u g h t in to co n tact with th e 
mo u th , n o se o r h an ds are fu r­ 
th er av en u es o f co n tag io n . 
Sin ce th e v ictim o f a co ld sel­ 
do m o bserv es th e iso latio n th at

Vo lu n tarily ap p lied as th e v ery 
least th at th e p erso n with th e 
co ld may do fo r o th ers. To co v er 


pie in the United States hav e 
fro m two to three co lds a y ear, 
and that the av erag e wo rker lo s­ 
es fro m o ne to three day s em­ 
plo y ment because o f co lds. Re­ 
search has also disclo sed that 
fifty per cent o f all disabling 
diseases start with a co ld. If 
cleanliness precautio ns do no t 
appeal o n the simple basis o f 
co urtesy and co nsideratio n, then 
surely they sho uld be applied 
in awe o f the po ssible co n­ 
sequences to the sufferer as well 
as the co mmunity . 
The precautio ns sug g ested iii 
this article may seem mo re than 
the av erag e family will o bserv e, 
but the cho ice is between spread­ 
ing co lds and helping to check 
their spread, and the latter can 
be acco mplished o nly by such 
care as is here indicated.
